Califan o was co n siderin g the alter­ 
n ativ e in an effo rt to meet co st 
limitatio n s set by Carter fo r welfare 
refo rm an d to remedy an in eq u ity he 
saw. 
Bu t last Wedn esday , Califan o met 
with a gro u p o f may o rs, go v ern o rs an d 
co u n ty o fficials who were at his o ffice 
p ro testin g that mo v e an d o ther p arts o f 
the welfare refo rm p ackage.

Bu t the harv est is almo st 
co mp lete in Kan sas n o w — an d the 
p ro blem is to o mu ch wheat. 


Elev ato rs are fu ll, p rices are lo w 
an d the wheat carry o v er n atio n ally 
fro m p rev io u s y ears is estimated at 
mo re than 1 billio n bu shels. 


The State Cro p an d Liv esto ck 
Rep o rtin g Serv ice earlier this mo n th 
estimated Kan sas wheat p ro du ctio n at 
381.3 millio n bu shels, which wo u ld 
ran k it clo se to the 197 3 reco rd harv est 
o f 384.8 millio n bu shels. 
The wheat in su rp lu s sto cks an d this 
y ear’s p ro du ctio n are said to be 
en o u gh to fu rn ish the Un ited States 
with all the wheat it n eeds fo r fiv e 
y ears ev en if n o mo re wheat is gro wn . 
U.S. wheat p ro du ctio n this y ear has 
been estimated by the Agricu ltu re 
Dep artmen t at mo re than 2.04 billio n 
bu shels, fiv e p er cen t less the 197 6 
reco rd o f abo u t 2.15 billio n bu shels. 
As o f Ju n e 1, the n atio n ’s wheat 
reserv e was mo re than 1.1 billio n 
bu shels, the mo st in 14 y ears. 
A large wheat su rp lu s traditio n ally 


has n o t affected the p rice co n su mers 
p ay fo r a lo af o f bread becau se mid­ 
dleman co sts make u p mo st o f that 
p rice. 
“We realize we o v erp ro du ced,” said 
Wen dell White, who with his father 
farms 2,500 acres o f dry lan d wheat 
n ear Go o dlan d in western Kan sas.

Earl Hay es o f Staffo rd, p residen t o f 
the Kan sas Asso ciatio n o f Wheat 
Gro wers, figu res mu ch o f the wheat 
will fin d its way in to the federal 
go v ern men t’s lo an p ro gram u n der 
which the farm er bo rro ws $2.25 a 
bu shel, the cu rren t lo an rate, an d giv es 
the go v ern men t his grain as co llateral. 
The grain , then , can be fo rfeited to the 
go v ern men t if p rices do n 't imp ro v e. 
Wheat p rices hav e declin ed in the 
p ast three y ears, go in g fro m $5.85 a 
bu shel early in 197 4 to between $1.80 
an d $2 a bu shel n o w.

KENT, Ohio (AP) — The ball in the 
Kent State U niversity gym con­ 
troversy now goes into the court of the 
school’s board of trustees which today 
has the option of sitting pat or 
knocking the ball back into play. 
When the trustees convene at 5 p.m. 
today, they will know that the referee 
— Portage County Common Pleas 
Court Judge Joseph Kainrad — has 
ruled they have broken no rules so far 
in wanting the $6 million gym con­ 
structed near the site of the 1970 Kent 
State shootings. 
N onetheless, the tru ste e s’ op­ 
ponents, the May 4th Coalition, has 
threatened to defy the judge’s ruling 
by reoccupying the construction site if 
the trustess decide to proceed with the 
gym. 
There’s noise off the court and it is 
being made by the U.S. Department of 
Interior which decided on Monday to 
study the possibility of designating the 
site of the slayings, or part of the area, 
as a national historical landmark. 
But the department said its decision 
probably won’t come until March. 
The trustee’s quandary was un­ 
derscored Monday by Kent State in­ 
terim President Michael Schwartz. He 
said moving the gym would mean 
opening the project to bidders a second 
time and a redesign. He said both those 
costs and that of moving the utilities to 
a new site would be more than the 
university can afford. 


Link W elfare Cuts, Housing 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Sources say 
HEW Secretary Joseph A. Califano Jr. 
is drafting a plan that would reduce 
w elfare paym ents to tenants of 
federally subsidized housing, despite 
his public assurance this would not be 
considered for President C a rter’s 
welfare reform package. 
A high government official told The 
Associated Press on Monday that the 
idea is one of three options the HEW 
secretary will send Carter this week 
for possible inclusion in the welfare 
reform package to be unveiled Aug. 4. 
A lobbyist familiar with the subject 
also said two high administration 
officials had confirmed 
Califano’s 
intentions. 
The disclosure on July 14 that 
Califano was considering the welfare 
reduction for subsidized housing 
residents resulted in a storm of protest 
from hom e builders, civil rights 
groups, m ayors, governors, labor 
groups and officials of the Department 
of Housing and Urban Development. 
Califano was considering the alter­ 
native in an effort to meet cost 
limitations set by Carter for welfare 
reform and to remedy an inequity he 
saw. 
But last Wednesday, Califano met 
with a group of mayors, governors and 
county officials who were at his office 
protesting that move and other parts of 
the welfare reform package. Califano 
said at the meeting and at a sub­ 
sequent news conference he had given 
up the idea of counting the housing 


subsidies toward welfare payments. 
He said the issue “will not be part of 
the welfare reform proposal,” but 
would be discussed for possible in­ 
clusion in the fiscal 1979 budget. 
Eileen 
Shanahan, 
assistant 
secretary of Health, Education and 
W elfare for public affairs, said 
Monday night that “some very com­ 
plicated stuff involving housing and 
welfare is under consideration. The 
total doorslam on this last Wednesday 
may not have been accurate. The 


impression left then was incorrect.” 
She refused to provide details of the 
proposal because “it is still being 
discussed and nothing has been finally 
decided.” 
A government source said HEW’s 
three options were: 
a percentage 
reduction of welfare payments to 
residents of subsidized housing; ap­ 
plication of a so-called “ fiscal 
dividend” toward welfare rather than 
toward rent; or a combination of those 
options. 


The first option is similar to the 
earlier proposal which raised a storm. 
It would give a family living in sub­ 
sidized housing a smaller welfare 
check than recipients in private 
housing. 
HEW’s original proposal would have 
reduced cash welfare payments by 
$900 million. The current option was 
said to call for a reduction in total 
welfare payments of between $400 
million and $900 million. 
This would help Califano 
meet 


Carter’s order that the new system not 
cost any more than the old one. 
Califano also has said it is unfair for 
some welfare recipients to receive the 
benefit of housing subsidies while 
others do not. 


Opponents argue that the reductions 
in tenants’ welfare checks might be so 
large that they would be forced to 
move from subsidized housing to 
cheap, slum housing in order to have 
enough cash to live on.

Too Much W heat 
Plagues Farmers 


TOPEKA, Kan. (AP) — Too much 
dry weather in the winter and too 
much rain in the spring brought 
predictions of doom for the winter 
wheat crop. But the harvest is almost 
complete in Kansas now — and the 
problem is too much wheat. 


Elevators are full, prices are low 
and the wheat carryover nationally 
from previous years is estimated at 
more than I billion bushels. 


The State Crop and Livestock 
Reporting Service earlier this month 
estimated Kansas wheat production at 
381.3 million bushels, which would 
rank it close to the 1973 record harvest 
of 384.8 million bushels. 
The wheat in surplus stocks and this 
year’s production are said to be 
enough to furnish the United States 
with all the wheat it needs for five 
years even if no more wheat is grown. 
U.S. wheat production this year has 
been estimated by the Agriculture 
Department at more than 2.04 billion 
bushels, five per cent less the 1976 
record of about 2.15 billion bushels. 
As of June I, the nation’s wheat 
reserve was more than 1.1 billion 
bushels, the most in 14 years. 
A large wheat surplus traditionally 


has not affected the price consumers 
pay for a loaf of bread because mid­ 
dleman costs make up most of that 
price. 
“We realize we overproduced,” said 
Wendell White, who with his father 
farms 2,500 acres of dryland wheat 
near Goodland in western Kansas. 
“ We were encouraged by the 
government (in 1973) to plant more 
because more wheat was needed,” he 
said. “ We would have been better off if 
we’d ignored what they were saying.” 
Just because prices are low, he said, 
farm ers can’t turn off the faucet of 
production, mainly because the banker 
still wants his payments on land, in­ 
terest and machinery. 
Earl Hayes of Stafford, president of 
the Kansas Association of Wheat 
Growers, figures much of the wheat 
will find its way into the federal 
government’s loan program under 
which the farm er borrows $2.25 a 
bushel, the current loan rate, and gives 
the government his grain as collateral. 
The grain, then, can be forfeited to the 
government if prices don’t improve. 
Wheat prices have declined in the 
past three years, going from $5.85 a 
bushel early in 1974 to between $1.80 
and $2 a bushel now. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — There’s an

President Carter to chop $9.7 billion 
out of the defense budget. He could 
shift the costs of retirement checks for 
current military pensioners out of the 
Pentagon budget. 
But the cut would not decrease 
overall federal spending by one single 
penny. The annual tab would be moved 
into the government’s income security 
account, 
which 
includes 
Social 
Security, 
w elfare, food stam ps, 
unemployment insurance, civil service 
retirement and pensions paid by the 
Veterans Administration. 
This accounting change is one of the 
steps now under consideration in the 
Carter adm inistration’s effort to make 
sense of the tangled way the govern­ 
ment accounts for federal workers’ 
pensions. 
Taken together, the changes under 
consideration at the Defense Depart­ 
ment and the Office of Management 
and Budget would make the rapidly 
rising costs of pensions more obvious 
in the budget. And they would, for the 
first time, make the true future costs 
of pensions visible by putting them into 
the federal spending plan. 
“Our grandchildren are going to 
have to shoulder a pretty heavy bur­ 
den,” said one official of the pension 
costs. “We have to start writing down 
what our debts are.” 
Carter promised during his cam ­ 
paign to cut billions from the defense 
budget, a pledge he has not thus far 
fulfilled. By shifting current pension 
costs, Carter could, after a fashion, 
fulfill his promise. 
However, if all the changes were 
enacted, the Pentagon budget would 
increase. Estim ates of the increase 
range from $500 million to $4.2 billion, 
depending on economic conditions. 
Administration sources say an initial 
decision on most of the changes is 
expected within a month by Defense 
Secretary Harold Brown for the fiscal 
1979 budget. 
No w orker’s current or future 
pension 
would be increased or 
decreased by these changes. 
“These are really accounting and 
bookkeeping arrangem ents that have 
little direct effect on spending,” said 
one source. 
Shifting current retirement costs out 


of the defense budget is the simplest of 
the possible changes. 


Those who favor the change say 
paying retirement checks for former 
military personnel is not related to 
maintaining national security and 
should not be paid from the defense 
budget. Pension costs have eaten up a 


larger and larger chunk of the Pen­ 
tagon budget, rising to 8.2 per cent in 
1978 from only 1% per cent in 1962. 
Organizations of retired military 
personnel are against any change. 
“Military retirement is unique. We 
consider it a relevant part of the 
career package,” said Col. George 
Hennrikus of the Retired Officers 


Association. 
A Congressional Budget Office 
report said such groups “may oppose 
transferring the ... appropriation from 
defense to income security because the 
switch makes military retirement 
appear to some as a form of welfare to 
which a social stigma may seem to be 
attached.”

CAIRO (AP) — Egypt says a cease­ 
fire has taken hold on its embattled 
w estern frontier, and a m ilitary 
spokesm an has denied a Libyan 
am bassador’s claim that his coun­ 
trymen were still battling Egyptian 
invaders. 
Algerian and Palestinian mediators, 
meanwhile, continued their efforts to 
resolve the Egyptian-Ubyan conflict, 
a long-standing dispute between neigh­ 
bors that broke out into major border 
clashes one week ago.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A bill 
that would enable pharmacists to 
substitute less ex pensive generic 
drugs for doctors’ prescriptions was 
signed into law today by Gov. James 
A. Rhodes. 
Supporters of the measure, including 
sponsor Sen. Robert D. Freeman, D-29 
Canton, say it will save consumers, 
particularly the elderly , millions of 
dollars on drug bills. 
Rhodes also signed the Uniform 
Child Custody Act, a set of guidelines 
for jurisdictional struggles in child 
custody cases between different 
states’ courts. 
The generic drug law perm its 
pharmacists to make substitutions 
only when generically equivalent 
drugs are available to replace a brand 
name product prescribed by a 
phy sician. 
Doctors would still have the right to 
specify on a prescription “dispense as 
written,’’ ruling out any substitution. 
Backers of the bill said 60 per cent of 
drugs sold in Ohio were purchased by 
senior citizens. 
The Child Custody Act, sponsored by 
Sen. Marigene Valiquette, D-ll Toledo, 
is intended to prevent “child snat- 
chings” by estranged parents who 
abduct children to other states in the 
hope of winning custody in a different 
court. 
Federal kidnaping laws do not cover 
instances in which a parent abducts a 
child living with another parent. 
The uniform law has already been 
adopted in a dozen other states. 
Generally , it provides that the state 
in which the child has resided within 
the past six months, or where he or she 
has a substantial background will be 
the court of jurisdiction.

Robert D. Freeman, D-29 
Canton, say it will save consumers, 
particularly the elderly, millions of 
dollars on drug bills. 
Rhodes also signed the Uniform 
Child Custody Act, a set of guidelines 
for jurisdictional struggles in child 
custody cases between different 
states’ courts. 
The generic drug law permits 
pharmacists to make substitutions 
only when generically equivalent 
drugs are available to replace a brand 
name product prescribed by a 
physician. 
Doctors would still have the right to 
specify on a prescription “dispense as 
written,’’ ruling out any substitution. 
Backers of the bill said 60 per cent of 
drugs sold in Ohio were purchased by 
senior citizens. 
The Child Custody Act, sponsored by 
Sen. Marigene Valiquette, 0-11 Toledo, 
is intended to prevent “child snat­ 
c h e s ” by estranged parents who 
abduct children to other states in the 
hope of winning custody in a different 
court.

government is immediately halting 
sales of phenformin, which is often 
prescribed for mild cases of diabetes, 
saying the drug is so dangerous that 
hundreds of users could die if it 
remains on the market for another 
year. 
In an unprecedented action, HEW 
Secretary Joseph A. Califano Jr. or­ 
dered a total ban on sales of phen­ 
formin, a drug he said is being used by 
360,000 Americans. 
Monday’s action marked the first 
use of powers Congress granted to the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare 15 years ago to allow the 
government to get a dangerous 
product off the m arket without 
following usual time-consuming ad­ 
ministrative procedures. 
Under 
normal 
adm inistrative 
procedures, it would have taken a full 
year to get the drug off the market. But 
Califano, in his 66-page order, declared 
that phenformin constitutes “an im­ 
minent hazard to the public health.” 
His order requires a total phaseout of 
the drug within 90 days. 
He said that if he had followed 
routine procedure, hundreds of users 
of the drug would have died while the 
government 
held 
hearings 
and 
gathered testimony to back up the 
decision to withdraw the drug. 
Califano’s order came IO weeks after 
Ralph Nader’s Health Research Group 
asked for the ban. 
Phenformin has been associated 
with a rare but deadly side effect 
known as lactic acidosis. Sales of 
phenformin had come under in­ 
creasing regulation by the Food and 
Drug Administration in recent years, 
but the agency had permitted its 
continued use. 


OAKLAND, Calif. (AP) - Three

“They are relieved to get it over with

Schoenfeld’s brother, Richard, 24, and 
Frederick N. Woods, 25, ended a year­ 
long mystery Monday and withdrew 
their innocent pleas. 
The three defendants, who come 
from wealthy families, pleaded guilty 
to 27 counts of kidnap for ransom, 
which carries a prison term of five 
years to life, but they retained their 
innocent pleas on five charges of 
kidnap with bodily harm. 
If convicted on the second and more 
serious charges, they could be sen­ 
tenced to life in prison without 
possibility of parole. 
David Minier, district attorney in 
Madera County, where the abduction 
at gunpoint occurred, dropped 18 
counts of armed robbery in exchange 
for the guilty pleas. The robbery 
counts involved personal trinkets 
taken from the youngsters. 
“Justice has been served,” Minier 
said, but he vowed to fight for a con­ 
viction on the bodily harm charges.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sworn 
testimony from Budget Director Bert 
Lance and the “imminent” sale of 
200,000 shares of stock in the Atlanta 
bank he once headed are defusing a 
threatened Senate investigation into 
the personal finances of the top Carter 
administration official. 
One senator hearing Lance’s ex­ 
planations of various allegations 
Monday said it was clear that mem­ 
bers of the Senate Governmental 
Operations Committee were ready to 
vote the budget director “the Good 
Housekeeping Seal of Approval.” 
Sen. Abraham Ribicoff, D-Conn., 
who insisted last week the I^ance 
respond in public to “ serious” 
allegations of misconduct, said he 
believes the President’s budget 
director was victimized by in­ 
vestigative reporters. 
“You’ve been smeared from one end 
of the country to the other and in my 
feeling, unjustly,” Ribicoff told Lance. 


“There isn’t anything that has 
developed that in any way impugns 
your character, your honesty or your 
ability,” he said. “I believe the 
committee has done you a favor in 
allowing you to appear.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
Edison Co.’s proposed $2.6 billion Erie 
nuclear 
power plant 
is 
facing 
challenges in state and federal 
hearings as to its necessity and safety. 
The plant, if the Ohio Power Siting 
Commission and the U.S. Nuclear 
Regulatory Commission approve, is to 
be built near Lake Erie in Berlin 
Heights, west of Lorain. Its two 
nuclear reactors are scheduled for 
operation in 1986 and 1988. 
Two environmental groups, the Ohio 
attorney general’s office and an 
economist plan to question, at Power 
Siting hearings in mid-September and 
the Nuclear Regulatory hearings yet to 
be scheduled, the need for the plant, its 
cost, safety and environmental im­ 
pact. 
The Coalition for Safe Electric 
Power, headed by Evelyn Stebbins of 
Rocky River, and the Toledo Coalition 
for Safe Energy, headed by Michael 
Femer, plan to join forces in the state 
hearings. Mrs. Stebbins’ group, which 
is opposing two other nuclear plants 
being built along Lake Erie, also has 
asked permission to intervene in the 
federal hearings.

Tutankhamen got angry at 
m’Lord’s father for helping 
unseal the king’s 3,000-year- 
old tomb in 1922 
Now, NBC has a Wed­ 
nesday special, “Tut: The 
Boy King,” about Tut, his 
treasures and the legend that 
he got so mad at Lord Car­ 
narvon’s father he caused the 
man’s death shortly after the 
grand opening. 
“Speak up because I’m 
rather deaf — you will be 
when 
you’re 
79,” 
said 
m ’Lord, 
a 
wonderfully * 
irascible man, when asked 
about 
mysterious 
cir­ 
cumstances of his father’s 
death. 
“It wasn’t mysterious. I’ll 
tell you all about it.” 
He said his father, who 
fin a n c e d 
a rc h e o lo g is t 
Howard Carter’s search for 
Tut’s tomb, cut himself while 
shaving one morning in 
Egypt in mid-March 1923, 
well after the tomb-opening. 
He dabbed iodine on the 
cut, had lunch with Carter, 
“and in the afternoon they go 
and fiddle about in the tomb,” 
said the son, a retired British 
army colonel who isn’t seen in 
NBC’s show. 
The father felt ill, was 
whisked back to 
Cairo, 
doctors were summoned and 
a diagnosis of blood poisoning 
rendered. 
“Remember, in those days, 
there were no antibiotics, no 
penicillin, 
no 
anything, 
right?” he said. “So, at that 
stage, there was no great 
panic.” But his father’s 
condition worsened. 
So, he said, his mother and 
the family 
doctor were 
rushed by rickety biplane 
from London and he was 
summoned from India, where 
he was serving with a cavalry 
unit, the 7th Hussars. 
He immediately embarked 
by train for Bombay and 
boarded an ancient ship 
bound for England by way of 
Suez. 
He said when he got to 
Cairo, his father “looked 
appalling, blood-shot eyes, 
pulse beating at his throat, 
unshaved and obviously in 
extremis.” 
Still, they managed a brief 
chat. Then he retired to bed. 
He said his father died at 
about five minutes before 2 
a.m. that night, April 5, 1923. 
After which all the lights in 
Cairo mysteriously went out. 
The next day, he said, 
Carter translated for him the 
claim of a leading Cairo 
newspaper: “King Tut was 
very cross indeed with the 
infidel called Carnarvon 
when he disturbed his mortal 
rem ains. 
And 
the 
king 
decreed 
he 
should 
be 
punished by being rendered 
ill and subsequently die.” 
“And so as to finally mark 
his displeasure, he caused ail 
the lights in Cairo to go out at 
the moment of his (the lord’s) 
death.” 
'Hie old soldier said Cairo 
power experts couldn’t ex­ 
plain the power failure. As for 
himself, he neither believes 
nor disbelieves King Tut was 
the kilowatt culprit. He just 
doesn’t know. 
Does he think Tut’s ire 
killed his father? 
“Of course I don’t,” he 
said.

Legislation designed to curb roadside 
litter by controlling beverage con­ 
tainers has withered annually in the 
Ohio General Assembly. But a move is 
afoot by pro bottle-bill forces to bypass 
the legislators and take the case 
directly to the public. 


Bottle bill proponents say they will 
begin collecting 
signatures 
for 
petitions as early as August to force 
the General Assembly to consider 
requiring deposits on all soft drink and 
beer containers (cans included) and to 
ban pull-top cans. 
The proposal would be identical to 
House Bill 33, this year’s bottle bill, 
which has been languishing in the 
House Energy and Environment 
Committee. It is the only one of several 
antilitter bills which has been printed, 
usually a sign that some legislative 
committee plans to at least discuss it.

So, he is drawing up 
plans to collect an additional 150,000 
signatures to place the proposal before 
voters in November 1978. 
The alliance has received support 
from conservation groups and garden 
clubs, and he expects help from rural 


residents. In fact, the 67,000 member 
Ohio Farm Bureau Federation is 
polling county farm bureaus to see if 
they’ll help circulate petitions. 
Opposition to the effort is expected 
from 
an 
amalgam 
of 
labor, 
manufacturing and beverage bottling 
and distributing groups. These same 
groups have bottled up previous bills. 


“It’s not a law which would solve the 
litter problem, yet it would result in a 
major capital expenditure by the 
brewers and soft drink bottlers as well 
as the wholesalers,” said David Julien 
of the Wholesale Beer Assn. of Ohio. 
Julien said beer prices could in­ 
crease as much as 50 cents per case if 
HB33 or similar proposals are enacted.

NEW YORK (AP) — Th e American 
tourist in duirtry, wh ich h as been 
someth in g of a little sister in th e world 
travel picture, seems to be movin g in to 
its own . 
Wh ile it may be y ears before th e 
n umber of tourist dollars flowin g out of 
th is coun try is match ed by mon ey 
from foreign visitors, Commerce 
Departmen t officials say th e flow of 
U.S. tourist dollars abroad is far less 
lopsided th an a decade ago. 
“ In recen t y ears, th is deficit — some 
call it th e travel gap — h as begun to 
sh ruik.” said David L. Edgell, director 
of policy an aly sis in th e Commerce 
Departmen t’s U.S. Travel Service. 
“In 197 6, It was 14 per cen t less th an 
in 197 5, but still a substan tial $2.65 
billion ,” h e said, in an article a recen t 
Commerce Departmen t publication , 
“Commerce America.” 
Edgell quotes agen cy prediction s 
th at, if recen t tren ds con tin ue, th e 
Un ited States will close th e so-called 
“travel gap” by th e en d of th e cen tury. 
Th ere are a couple of reason s for h is 
optimism. 
Th e Un ited States, wh ich didn ’t even 
open a govern men t office to coordiate 
a n ation al tourist policy un til 1961 — 
y ears after most European coun tries 
h ad aggressive programs — is seein g a 
gradual slowdown in th e n umbers of 
U.S. residen ts wh o vacation abroad.

My doctor gave me a real sh ock. He 
said I h ave tuberculosis. I remember 
th at my gran dfath er died of tuber­ 
culosis, also my fath er was treated for 
it an d was cured. Is tuberculosis 
in h erited? Could my h eavy smokin g be 
respon sible? 
Mr.G.B.R.,Iowa 
Dear Mr. R.: 
Tuberculosis is n ot a h ereditary 
disease. Nor is th ere an y family ten ­ 
den cy to it. Th e reason th at tuber­ 
culosis of th e lun g is mistaken ly 
believed to be an in h erited con dition is 
th at it may occw in on e or more of th e 
same family wh o live in close quar­ 
ters. 
Tuberculosis is caused by bacteria. 
An d th ese can be passed, con tagiously, 
from on e member of th e family to 
an oth er. 
We h ave progressed en ormously 
sin ce th e turn of th e cen tury wh en 
tuberculosis of th e lun gs was th ough t 
to be a “social disease”. People were 
often ash amed to admit it existed in 
th eir families because it was so often 
associated with a low stan dard of 
livin g 
con dition s. 
Poverty , 
maln utrition , poor h ygien e, limited 
livin g space aU played roles in th e 
tran smission of in fection from on e 
person to an oth er. 
Durin g th e past 25 y ears, th ere h ave 
been remarkable in roads in to th e early 
recogn ition , th e treatmen t, th e con trol 
an d th e cure of th is serious disease. 
“Prolon ged use of th e an tibiotics an d 


oth er drugs n ow h eals lun g lesion s an d 
offers prolon ged life to man y wh o 
migh t oth erwise h ave succumbed to 
th e illn ess. 
I am sorry th at you h ave th e con ­ 
dition , yet I am pleased th at it h as been 
recogn ized early so th at in ten sive 
treatmen t can be started. 
Your story gives me th e opportun ity 
to brin g to th e atten tion of my readers 
th e fact th at tuberculosis is n ot a 
wiped-out disease. It exists, an d must 
be respected. Ch ron ic cough s deman d 
th e earliest atten tion . Regular X-rays 
of th e lun gs sh ould be made on an yon e 
wh o h as a suspicious cough . 
Alth ough your cigarette smokin g 
may n ot h ave been a factor in 
producin g th e tuberculosis, th e 
pullition , th e tars, th e n icotin e th at you 
h ave been in h alin g un doubtedly h ave 
dimin ish ed th e lun g’s resistan ce to 
in fection .

Bed Of Neuroses

psychiatric sociologist, told a con­ 
vention of his fellows in Toronto that 
his studies have shown an increasing 
number of Americans to be sufficiently 
disturbed as to need therapy. 
Dr. Srole had conducted a study 15 
years ago, which he said indicated that 
fully 23 per cent of big-city residents 
were in need of psychiatric help. And 
now in 1977, he speculated, studies 
show that the populations of small 
cities and rural communities not only 
have caught up to the metropolitan 
areas in m ental health problem s—but 
have surpassed them by 20 per cent. 
He pointed to a nationwide testing of 
6,700 so-called typical people living in 


the country or in cities of fewer than 
50,000. The implication was that their 
neuroses m ay stem from the fact that 
they are too close to neighbors, and 
perhaps relatives — which could be 
just as disturbing apparently as being 
too distant and disinvolved, as in the 
metropolitan milieu. 
The question is: Should we take the 
results of these studies, which would

to

self-serving

p sy ch ia tric p rofession, serio u sly ? 
Should we add them to the long list of 
statistical assaults on our psyches that 
are possibly pushing us over the edge 
of 
what 
the 
psychiatrists 
see 
as 
“typical” into the realm of what they 
see as “abnorm al” ? 
I say no. The heck with it. 
There is a fine line between normal 
and abnorm al thinking, and there is 
some evidence that it is better to be 
neurotic than to be non-neurotic.

Speaking Of Your Health

My doctor gave me a real shock. He 
said I have tuberculosis. I remember 
that my grandfather died of tuber­ 
culosis, also my father was treated for 
it and was cured. Is tuberculosis 
inherited? Could my heavy smoking be 
responsible? 
Mr. G.B.R.,Iowa 
Dear Mr. R.: 
Tuberculosis is not a hereditary 
disease. Nor is there any family ten­ 
dency to it. The reason that tuber­ 
culosis of the lung is mistakenly 
believed to be an inherited condition is 
that it may occur in one or more of the 
same family who live in close quar­ 
ters. 
Tuberculosis is caused by bacteria. 
And these can be passed, contagiously, 
from one member of the family to 
another. 
We have progressed enormously 
since the turn of the century when 
tuberculosis of the lungs was thought 
to be a “social disease”. People were 
often ashamed to admit it existed in 
their families because it was so often 
associated with a low standard of 
living 
conditions. 
Poverty, 
malnutrition, poor hygiene, limited 
living space all played roles in the 
transmission of infection from one 
person to another. 
During the past 25 years, there have 
been remarkable inroads into the early 
recognition, the treatment, the control 
and the cure of this serious disease. 
* Prolonged use of the antibiotics and 


other drugs now heals lung lesions and 
offers prolonged life to many who 
might otherwise have succumbed to 
the illness. 
I am sorry that you have the con­ 
dition, yet I am pleased that it has been 
recognized early so that intensive 
treatm ent can be started. 
Your story gives me the opportunity 
to bring to the attention of my readers 
the fact that tuberculosis is not a 
wiped-out disease. It exists, and must 
be respected. Chronic coughs demand 
the earliest attention. Regular X-rays 
of the lungs should be made on anyone 
who has a suspicious cough. 
Although your cigarette smoking 
may

have 
been 
a 
factor 
in 
producing 
the 
tu bercu losis, 
the 
pollition, the tars, the nicotine that you 
have been inhaling undoubtedly have 
diminished the lung’s resistance to 
infection.

August has not been proclaimed 
"Fire Safety Month" by any fire 
departments, but it should not take a 
special 
month 
to 
remind

residents of the possibilities of fires 
erupting in their homes. 
With the current heat wave, only a 
small spark could ignite a building, 
causing hundreds of dollars damage to 
the contents and the building itself. 
Insurance will cover the loss of many 
items, but what about those articles 
with sentimental value? Memories can 
never be replaced. To avoid the grief 
that accompanies a fire, it would 
require only a few minutes some af­ 
ternoon or evening to check for fire 
hazards on one’s premises. 
In the home, check for overloaded 
electric outlets, loose or worn wires, 
and clothing stored close to light bulbs, 
especially in closets. Any of these 
could start a fire. 
Outside in the garage, look for 
bundles of newspapers and boxes, 
stored by those people who never 
discard anything if it could possibly be 
used in the future. These people 
usually live quite dangerously 
— 
risking their treasured articles by not 
discarding the petty items. Check to 
sec that greasy rags are properly 
disposed of after finishing the work 
done on the car. Store cans of oil away 
from any items that could easily 
ignite. 
It is not a safe practice to store a can 
of gasoline in a garage, because if a 
fire should start, it could easily bum 
out of control with the added fuel 
igniting. Even if there isn’t room in a 
garage for that extra article, don't 
make room 
by hanging it from the 
light bulb. Find some other place to put 
it. 
If you haven’t checked your fire 
extinguisher in quite a while, be sure 
not to over estimate its life period. An 
out of date extinguisher might not 
function properly in an emergency 
situation, resulting in greater fire 
damage that could have been avoided. 
Don’t stack junk or miscellaneous 
items on the fire extinguisher. Find 
another place to wrap stray wires, 
other than the extinguisher, which 
should be easily accessible at all 
times. Taking the time to check for fire 
hazards could prevent a minor fire 
from becoming a major disaster.

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"M y father scarred me for life.” 
So said a young woman when she 
filed a lawsuit against her father for 
damages. She charged that by refusing 
to marry her mother he had caused her 
to be born illegitimately and to go 
through life in a disgrace. 
But the court ruled against her. 
Allowing this type of claim, said the 
court, would open the floodgates to 
countless lawsuits by disgruntled 
children. 
"One might seek damages for being 
born of a certain race, another for 
inheriting 
unfortunate 
fam ily 
characteristics; one for being born 
into a large and destitute family, 
another because a parent had an un­ 
savory reputation.” 
Courts have generally rejected these 
"wrongful birth’ suits brought by 
children against their parents. As a 
rule they have also frowned on such 
claims when brought against a third 
party. 
Two children sued a doctor for 
performing an unsuccessful vasec­ 
tomy on their father. Their unexpected 
baby sister, they said, had reduced 
their share of 1) his estate, and 2) his 
affections. 
But again the court turned thumbs 
down. Regarding the father’s estate, 
the court said children have no fixed 
right to a particualr share anyhow. 
Regarding the father’s affections, the 
court said they had no legal right to 
that either. 
"The law cannot require a parent to 
love a child,” said the judge. "It for­ 
bids abuse but it does not compel 
devotion.” 
Occasionally, however, a third party 
may be held liable to the parent if not 
to the child. Thus, one court said a 
mother could hold her doctor liable if 
he neglected to warn her of the danger 
of a defective birth. At least, said the 
court, she could collect the extra ex­ 
penses arising out of the child’s im­ 
paired condition.

She charged that by refusing 
to marry her mother he had caused her 
to be born illegitimately and to go 
through life in a disgrace. 
But the court ruled against her. 
Allowing this type of claim, said the 
court, would open the floodgates to 
countless lawsuits by disgruntled 
children. 
“One might seek damages for being 
born of a certain race, another for 
inheriting 
unfortunate 
family 
characteristics; one for being born 
into a large and destitute family, 
another because a parent had an un­ 
savory reputation.” 
Courts have generally rejected these 
“wrongful birth’ suits brought by 
children against their parents. As a 
rule they have also frowned on such 
claims when brought against a third 
party. 
Two children sued a doctor for 
performing an unsuccessful vasec­ 
tomy on their father. Their unexpected 
baby sister, they said, had reduced 
their share of I) his estate, and 2) his 
affections. 
But again the court turned thumbs 
down. Regarding the father’s estate, 
the court said children have no fixed 
right to a particualr share anyhow. 
Regarding the father’s affections, the 
court said they had no legal right to 
that either. 
“The law cannot require a parent to 
love a child,” said the judge. “It for­ 
bids abuse but it does not compel 
devotion.” 
Occasionally, however, a third party 
may be held liable to the parent if not 
to the child. Thus, one court said a 
mother could hold her doctor liable if 
he neglected to warn her of the danger 
of a defective birth. At least, said the 
court, she could collect the extra ex­ 
penses arising out of the child’s im­ 
paired condition.

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) — 
Defense Secretary Harold Brown 
today ended talks with South Korean 
officials on the U.S. troop withdrawal 
plan, pledging continued m ilitary 
support and reassuring Seoul that the 
United States will not negotiate with 
North Korea behind its back. 
A communique issued at the con­ 
clusion of two days of talks said the two 
sides had agreed on formation of a 
combined military command. It also 
described in general terms the planned 
phased pullout of 33,000 U.S. ground 
troops, and said the Carter ad­ 
ministration would ask Congress to 
approve a new military aid program 
for South Korea. 
Brown 
and 
his 
11-member 
delegation then left for Tokyo to brief 
Japanese officials on the talks. 
Tile communique said Brown and 
South Korean Defense Minister Suh 
Jyong-chul noted that Communist 
North Korea has strengthened itself 
militarily in recent years and that “the 
North 
Korean 
threat 
remains 
serious.” 
“It is essential to maintain and 
strengthen the defense capabilities of 
the Republic of Korea, at a state of 
readiness sufficient to deter a renewal 
of ostilities on the Korea peninsula,” 
the communique said. 
It then went on to list, without 
specifying the cost, the elements of the 
proposed military aid program — the 
transfer of U.S. military equipment, 
an increase in military sales credits 
for Seoul and continued support for 
“general Korean force improvement.” 
A senior American official has said 
the aid program will amount to $1.9 
billion over four years. The U.S. with­ 
drawal, a pullout of virtually all 
American ground troops, is expected 
to take four or five years. 
The communique also said Brown 
reaffirmed that the United States 
“would not enter any negotiations on 
the future of Korea with North Korea 
without the participation of the 
Republic of Korea.” 
This was an apparent effort to ease 
South Korean fears that the United 
States, as it did in the case of China 


and Taiwan, might suddenly open a 
bilateral dialogue with North Korea, 
bypassing Seoul. 
The communique said the first group 
of 6,000 U.S. soldiers will be withdrawn 
by the end of 1978, and the remaining 
troops will be “carefully” phased out 
after that. 
The headquarters and two brigades 
of the 2nd Infantry Division, the 
principal Army unit here, will remain 
in Korea until the final phase of the 
withdrawal, it said. 
The communique said both sides 
agreed that “compensatory measures 
will be implemented in advance or in 


parallel with the withdrawals.”

letter from President Carter to Park — 
that the United States would honor its 
treaty commitment to defend South 
Korea. 


“So long as an American security 
commitment exists, no one should 
have any doubt about our intention of 
honoring it,” Brown said at a news 
conference before departing for 
Tokyo. 
Scioto Valley Schools 
Ponder Money Woes 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Scioto 
Valley Local School District officials 
were undecided Monday whether to 
take Auditor Thomas E. Ferguson’s 
advice and delay the opening of school 
this fall. 
The decision to keep the Pike County 
district of 1,500 students closed until 
Oct. 21 because of its financial plight 
will depend on two things, Max Way, 
assistant superintendent, said. One is 
advice from the state superintendent 
of school’s office; the other a bill now 
pending in the legislature which would 
allow a third attempt at an emergency 
tax levy. 
“We hope for a recommendation this 
week from state board,” Way said. 
“There is no doubt we are ex­ 
periencing serious financial dif­ 
ficulties. 
And there 
are 
other 
problems. The first first full week of 
October is when you make the official 
membership count (which determines 
state aid). This is a real concern for us. 
We have not adopted a calendar 
because we anticipated this.” 
A check of the district’s books by 
Ferguson’s office showed a $184,000 
deficit as of June 30. If no action is 
taken, the deficit will be $260,000 by the 
end of the year, he said. 
State law forbids a school district to 


end the year with a deficit. Ferguson 
figures if Scioto Valley cuts spending 
to essentials and delays opening until 
Oct. 21, it can eliminate the deficit. 
Way said the district estimates it 
will have to cut 40 days out of the 
school calendar as things stand now, or 
50-55 days if the board is required to 
pay its teachers unemployment 
compensation during that time. 
In the meantime, the district also is 
watching a bill in the legislature which 
would allow it to try a third time this 
year to pass an emergency operating 
levy, Way said. The distrct saw lew 
attempts defeated in January and 
May. If the bill passes, it probably will 
seek a levy of about eight mills in early 
September, he said. 
Fifteen other school districts have 
asked the auditor’s office for a 
financial analysis, and at least two 
dozen more are anticipated, Ferguson 
said.

LOUIS (AP) — Pete Rose has 
reached one lofty plateau and says 
only failure by him to maintain en­ 
thusiasm will slow his progress toward 
attaining more. 
As far as physical fitness is con­ 
cerned, the 36-year-old captain of the 
Cincinnati Reds maintained Monday 
night, he should be in condition to play 
several more years. 
But in respect to his enthusiasm, 
mused Rose in the gloom of a 9-3 
Cincinnati defeat, “ it’s tough to do 
when you lose seven games in a row.’’ 
Rose’s comments followed a single 
he lashed in the fourth inning of a Reds 
defeat at the hands of the St. Louis 
Cardinals, establishing him as the 
most prolific switch-hitter in baseball 
history. 
“ It’s nice,” he acknowledged of his 
2,881st safety, a blow which unlocked 
the tie he occupied with Hall of Ramer 
Frankie Frisch. “ I didn’t know IO 
years ago I’d be sitting here telling you 
I was the top switch-hitter in baseball. 
“ I take care of my body,” said Rose, 
who is in his 15th major league cam ­ 
paign. “ I’ve seen guys retire at 29, 32, 
34 and 41. I’m not worried. I’m more 
worried about losing enthusiasm.” 
Rose’s hit, also elevating him to sole 
possession of 21st place on the list of 
all-time leading 
hitters 
ahead of 
Frisch, was followed by another single 
in the eighth which left him only two 


behind the total compiled by Zack 
Wheat. 
Also within range this year are the 
2,927 credited to Al Simmons, who is 
No. 19. Three more places up the list 
are recently retired Frank Robinson’s 
2,943. 
“ If I played the next four years and 
averaged 150 hits a year, that’s not a 
very good average,” said Rose while 
assessing his chances of topping the 
National league standard of 3,630 set 
by former St. Louis slugger Stan 
Musial. 
“ I can move some rungs up the 
ladder, though,” he said. “ It’s no 
disgrace to be No. 2 to Musial. Maybe 
by

they’ll 
have the 
designated hitter over here.” 


The record hit by Rose was off a 3-2 
fast ball delivered by Cards left­ 
hander Pete Falcone after the rugged 
Cincinnati infielder fouled off four 
pitches. 


A Busch Stadium crowd of 37,022 was 
generous in its applause and the ball 
was eventually recovered by Reds 
pitching coach Larry Shepard to place 
in Rose’s trophy case.

The 1,320 townships shared in a 
total of $281,361.30 based on the 
number of road miles within their 
borders. 
ADC Fraud Case 
To Bring Action 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The 
names of three Clark County residents 
who allegedly received more than 
$8,000 in Aid to Dependent Children 
payments while working 
in area 
schools have been turned over to the 
county prosecutor for possible legal 
action, the state Auditor said Monday. 


Auditor Thomas Ferguson, 
who 
refused to name the individuals in­ 
volved, said two were employes of the 
Springfield School District and one 
worked for the Clark County Technical 
Institute. 


The allegedly illegal payments are 
appearing around the state as 
Ferguson’s office computer cross­ 
checks ADC roles and those of the 
state’s School Employes’ Retirement 
System. 


WASHINGTON <AP) - President 
Carter says there is now “ a glimmer of 
hope” that the spread of atomic 
weapons can be limited, even though 
"every step is going to be a challenge 
in itself.” 
"Six or eight months ago there was a 
general feeling around the world that 
nothing could be done, that it was too 
late, that the atomic genie was out of 
the bottle and that nobody could catch 
it to return it to captivity,” the 
President said. 
"But I believe there is a different 
feeling now, that there is a glimmer of 
hope that the proliferation of nations 
who have an explosive atomic device 
can be limited. Instead of having 
dozens of atomic nations, I think the 
likelihood is we won’t have very many 
more.” 
Carter also said in an interview that 
"I don’t know of any nation” which 
disagrees with his goal of total and 
orderly nuclear disarmament. 
The President said that the United 
States has “ instituted a very strong 
program based on two simple prin­ 
ciples. one is an adequate supply of 
nuclear fuel to be used for the 
production of power; the other one... is 
strict control over nuclear wastes and 
the enriched uranium inventory to 
prevent a transfer into explosives.” 
Carter said he has received some 
Soviet and Chinese backing for his 
goals of stopping the spread of nuclear 
weapons and, ultimately, eliminating 
them entirely. But he also said he 
hopes for even more cooperation from 
the two Communist giants. 
He said the Soviet Union "has been 
very forthcoming so far” in support of 
proposals to control the use and 
development of nuclear fuels, tools and 
knowhow. 
He said he was disappointed by 
Moscow’s rejection of a proposal for 
“ a drastic reduction in atomic 
weaponry,” but added, “ It is still a 
very real goal for my administration.” 


Carter said the Chinese leaders 
shared his goal of total nuclear 
disarmament. 
He said 
he had 
discussed 
Peking’s 
views 
with 
Ambassador Huang Chen, chief of 
China’s liaison mission in Washington. 
The Chinese, Carter said, have a 
three-part approach to the issue: first, 
a world summit to discuss the subject; 
second, a pledge by nuclear nations 
against first-use of their weapons; and 
third, the total elimination of nuclear 
weapons. 
"I think it is a good idea, a good 
approach” he said. “ The first step 
obviously is to derive some agreement 
between ourselves and the Soviet 
Union.” Carter said other nations 
“ would be influenced heavily by what 
we do. We are prepared today to stop 
all testing of nuclear devices, both 
weapons and peaceful nuclear devices, 
if the Soviets will agree. 
“ 1 think we together are making 
some good progress on that subject. I 
think we will have a move toward the 
constraint on testing. Whether it is 
absolute, I don’t know, but we would be 
willing, for a limited period of time, to 
stop all testing, hoping that the other 
nuclear nations would join us after 
they see how well the prohibition 
works between us and the Soviet 
Union.” 
Discussing other aspects of nuclear 
policy in the Oval Office interview. 
Carter said: 
—His 
administration 
has 
not 
foreclosed the hope or possibility of

I think when we 
compare that with a fairly well- 
assured supply that we will have no 
shortage of uranium fuel in the next 15 
or 20 years. 
“At that time, of course, some form 
of advanced reactor technology will be 
necessary ... I think we can be 
prepared to use it safely by then.” 


The President, who did graduate 
work in nuclear physics and, while in 
the Navy, worked on the development 
of atomic submarines,. said he had 
never witnessed a nuclear test shot. He 
said that while in the Navy in the early 
1950s “we went through months of 
indoctrination on the scope of an­ 
ticipated damage” from a nuclear 
blast. “The very clear conclusion is 
that once an atomic device is exploded 
in an area, there is no practical way to 
minimize the damage.” 
Echoing a theme he sounded through 
the interview, Carter said: “I think 
that world opinion is on the side of 
restraining a nuclear explosive 
capacity among the nonnuclear 
nations. Although some nations have a 
reluctance to be restrained, I think 
world opinion is still a growing fac­ 
tor.”
